Quarantine in a. easo of smallpox in- 
cludes everyone in tlie house exrer«' 
those who have had the disease or 
who have been recently successfully 
vaccinated.

smallpox or have been successfully 
vaccinated may be given a change of 
clothing and discharged but they must 
not return to the hou.se.
